2. As discussed in my application, one of the advantages of the furniture described and 
claimed here is that its elements are thinner, prowding a light, ary, attractive unique esthetic 
appearance further enhanced by its sWn of natural wood layer. A further advantage is that the 
resulting furniture is lights and therefore eiasier to move and carry. For es^mple, the chcrir 
shown in Rgs. 2A and 2B is made from two types of laminates A and B. Other materials that 
could be used to make a similar chair would t>e solid wood (wood pranks) and plywood. 
However, the resulting chair would be much heavier and. in order to provide a comparable 
strength and load bearing ability, its elements would have to be much thicker, giving the chair an 
undesirable bulky look. The following table iilustiates these points:

3. The same considerations apply to other types of fumHure, such as the codctaii tat>le 
of Figs. 3A and 3B. i estimate that a cocktsdl table made in accordance vvith this invention 
weights about 5 while a similar table rhade of solid wood or plywood would weigh about 30 
and f P respeOTvelv.
